unanimously voted that, with the evidence presented, the practice as a Marriage & 
Family Therapist by Cynthia Delaney poses a substantial danger to the public; and 
therefore, the license of Cynthia Delaney is summarily suspended. Further, the 
Board voted to offer Ms.Delaney a Consent Order for the indefinite suspension of 
her license in lieu of a formal hearing.
